This month's preliminary esti- 
mate of the acreage of corn indi- 
cates a crop of about 92,701.000 
bushels compared to 100.650.000 
bushels last year, while oats are 
estimated at only 6.565.000 bush- 
els compared to 8.225.000 bushel.- 
last year. Many fields of oats in 
various parts of the state were so 
short they had to be cut with ; 
mower or he pastured. Rye is 
estimated at 420.000 bushels com- 
pared to 4S0.000 bushels last 
vear: barley 160.000 bushels com- 
pared to 112.000 bushels lasi 
year; Irish potatoes 4.458.000 
bushels compared to 6,434.000 
bushels last year : and sweet po- 
tatoes 1.797 .000 bushels compare 
to 1.800.000 bushels last year. 

All these 1921 estimates are 
subject to revision downward oi 
upward as the season progresses, 
depending on favorable or unfav- 
orable weather and other condi 
tious hereafter. These tobacco 
and corn estimates are the first of 
the season, and as planting of 
both crops w as continued verj 
late this year, such estimates may 
be subject to considerable change 
either upward or downward be- 
fore the end of the season. 

Nay has been a short crop (in 
yield per acre) in most counties, i 
though in some places it is good. \ 
Much of it is very weedy, espec- , 
ially with white top, the average 
condition of all hay being only 68 
per cent. Pastures generally are 
only fair, bruit is irregular, but 
generally a very short crop.

We tossed 
about as we wailed for the - return 
of the motor boat and proceeded 
to get seasick. Robertson de- 
clared that if we didn't stop feed-

The motorboat returned about 
midnight. We wrapped up in 
blankets on the schooner's deck 
and slept soundly until dawn 
when we awoke and looked out 
over Pedro Gonzales.

Schaffer hid no sooner 
landed a (i) pound a nber jack 
when he hooked another even 
arger. lie had played vv-th the 
fisli for a half our and ': id him 
up to the boat when along came a 
lug shark in plain view and bit oil 
the fish's body having only the 
head. In one of the photographs 
which is enclosed you can see this 
big iish which the -hark bit off 
and swallowed about 50 pounds 
of fish in one mouthful. After this 
experience, we knew that there 
would be no sport in £eedi«g the 
hungry sharks with big fi-.h, so 
w e pulled out and went to Gatera 
and fished all afternoon, but had 
practically no luck, catching only 
two or three jacks. During the 
night we cruised to Ray Island 
and fished there the next morn- 
ing for a while, then started ovF 
toward home, fishing around the 
small islands when we came to 
them. In the last island. Pacheca, 
we had an hour's good fishing, 
landing 27 beauties in short time. 
At sundown we quit fishing, tied 
the motor boats to the towiine, 
and put on full speed ahead for 
Panama, landing home at 1 a. n?.. 
Tuesday morning. For three day:; 
and nights we had been cruising 
around and fishing, not stepping

on land during the entire trip. 
When the final count was taken, 
the total catch was found to be 
144 fish, the smallest weighing 5 
pounds and the largest weighing 
65 pounds, the total weight of the 
fish being 2.000 pounds, and the 
average per fish being about 14 
pounds. 

You will find five pictures en- 
closed. The large single fish is 
a red snapper, weighing 65 
pounds. Two other pictures show 
some of the fish we caught, the 
fourth picture shows a rock 
around which we had some good 
fishing, this rock is called the 
drunken monkey. The picture 
showing the small boat, is a pearl 
fishing outfit near San Jose Is- 
land- The fishermen are natives, 
a mixture. of negro and San Bias 
Indian. These pearl fishermen arc 
quite interesting. They fish for 
days at a time without finding a 
single pearl, and then they will 
sometimes find several in one 
day. Of course it is not often that 
they get a pearl that is very val- 
uable! but I heard of one fisher- 
man who sold two pearls for $5.- 
000. When they make a big haul 
like this, they stop working until 
their money is spent. It is a dan- 
gerous way of living. The pearl 
diver will go to the bottom in 30 
feet of water without a diver's 
suit and search the bottom for 
two minutes without coming 'up. 
Sometimes a big shark or other 
deep sea monster comes along 
and gets fisherman, pearls and all. 
In water deeper than 40 feet the 
pearl divers use a regular diving 
suit, with a pump to pump air 
down to him. It is a hard life and 
the fishermen do not live long, 
especially those who try to stay 
under the water without a diving 
suit. 

Some of the old fishermen in 
the party who have been here for 
several years, declare that they 
had never seen so many different 
kinds of fish as were caught on 
this trip. We had a various as- 
sortment of fish, consisting of 
papaguya, mackerel, red snapper, 
groupers ,jacks, amber jacks, rock 
jacks, rockhinds, bonitas, tunas, 
and corbinas, and several species 
which we could not name. This 



fever, I am planning to return to 
these fishing grounds at the first 
opportunity. There is no doubt 
about the Pearl Islands being the 
greatest place for sea fishing in 
the world. The other day I read 
a magazine article, claiming this 
distinction for some place in Ha- 
waii, and to support the claim 
they mentioned a record catch 
that one party made. 900 pounds 
in one week on rod and reel. On 
this last trip of ours, the catch 
weighed 2.000 pounds, and w e 
were fishing only three days.
